Even the 1 
squ irrels are sacrificed to bait trap s 
for m arten and fisher, and not only the 
squ irrels, bu t all k inds of birds, whctii- j 
er gam e or song birds. 
In trap p ing mink , otter, beaver and 
a few other fu r bearing anim als the 
trap is nearly alw ay s set near the 
w ater, w here the anim al w hen cau ght 
can drow n itself, thu s ending its su f- | 
fering. 
Bu t w ith bear, m arten and fisher it is 
different. The bear m u st drag a heavy 
clog abou t u ntil it catches in some root 
or bu sh. 
T here he m u st w ait u ntil the i 
trap p er comes to k ill him , and this in 
some eases is not for day s. The bones 
of the leg are alm ost invariably brok en 
by the trap , and the leg sw ells to in- i 
credible size. 
One trap p er in one day j 
shot nineteen large blu e grou se m erely j 
to try a new rifle. The birds w ere nest- i 
ing. 
H e had no u se for them, am i not j 
one did he even bring to camp. 
Y ears,« go in British Colu m bia an old 
trap p er cam p ed near ou r bear hu nting 
p arty . 
H e shot every thing he cou ld 
find, even little du ck s and m arm ots. A 
goat he k illeti fell over a cliff, and as 
it w as hard er to recover it than to shoot 
anotlm r he shot another. 
He 
w as 
trap p ing beaver ou t of season and 
boast<*d of having cau ght one tha t was 
abou t to become a m other. 
I have seen tile sp ot w here a bear 
fast in a trap had been cau ght for more 
than a w eek in a thick et throu gh which 
it w as im possible to d rag the tra p and 
clog. 
I once k new an old French trap ­ 
p er who shot seventy -three tnoose and 
♦*lk in one w inter for bear bait for the 
sp ring catch. 
1 ask ed w hy he k illed so 
m any . 
H e said that he w anted a big 
stink in the sp ring so as to bring the 
bears arou nd. 
Ail of the anim als he 
had slau ghtered for a sp ring stink were 
shot w ith a revolver, for they w ere 
snow bou nd and cou ld not escape. He 
told me that he drop p ed five big elk In 
one pile. 
This frightfu l destru ction by 
trap p ers has exterm inated the gam e.—

While there is something to 
be said on both sides of college foot­ 
ball, the opinion is general tha t it is 
too dangerous a sport for boys under 
the college age. The friends of col­ 
lege football themselves brought for­ 
ward statistics to prove that most of 
4V--? accidents reported by the daily 
papers were among boys who were 
not able to stand the strain. Weaken- 
ed# hearts, broken ribs, legs and arm s 
and other injured members were to 
be found, especially among the high 
school boys. 
Moreover instances 
of 
brutality due to excitement were ct< 
ported to b£ more common among the 
boys too young to have lea-nod self- 
control or to feel their responsibil.- 
itv. 
For these reasons alone ‘he action 
of the high school principals in do­ 
ing all they can to discourage foot­ 
ball in the schools is to be commend­ 
ed. 
When the injury to the study 
of the school year is conisdered, v hen 
one adds the demoralization of a pub­ 
lic school on account of the series ot 
games, there is more than ample jus­ 
tification for the view of the prin­ 
cipals. 
The refusal to offer a pen­ 
nant is in itself a trifling matter, but 
this refusal is taken by the students, 
the public and undoubtedly by the 
principals themselves, to be an indi­ 
cation that football will no longer 
have the special 
privileges 
which 
have formerly made it the chief thing 
during the first three months of the 
sc hool year. 
The refusals of the principals to 
offer a championship pennant should 
be followed by a rule of the board of 
i 
education forbidding the teams to as­ 
sume thi* name of a school. The board 
cannot control all the acts of public

M eth od of A ttac k W ith t h e C reacen t 
F or m at ion . 
Zulu military tactics are associated 
with the name of Tyak a, the ruthless 
Zulu conqueror, who welded into the 
stock of the Amaxulu, the people of the 
heavens, all the young men of the va­ 
rious tribes he conquered, incorporat­ 
ing them into regiments and thus 
building up a powerful military na­ 
tion. Yet it was to Dingleiwayo, the 
wanderer, that the inception was due. 
This man. the son of the chief of the 
Umtetwa, was driven into exile in con­ 
sequence of an abortive plot to seize 
the reins of power. 
During that exile he lived in Cape 
Colony ami saw the military methods 
of the British. With instinctive genius 
he saw how the idea could be adapted 
to Lis own nation, and on his return 
and accession to the chieftainship he 
divided his people into regiments, dis­ 
tinguishing them by names and by 
a 
special color of shield for each regi­ 
ment, though for a time they retained 
the umk omto. or throwing assagai, as 
their chief weapon. 
llev heard the 
great use made by the British infantry 
of their favorite weapon, the bayonet, 
and so he replaced the umk omto by the 
ixwa, or broad bladed stabbing assa­ 
gai. 
The peculiarity of the Zulu tactics 
has earned it the name of the crescent 
formation for attack , and it is note­ 
worthy that, broadly speak ing, it was 
the method employed by the Boers in 
their invasion of Natal and adopted by 
Lord Roberts in his advance through 
Orange ltiver Colony, and it was the 
fear of its success which k ept thb 
Boers continually on the run. The best 
thing with which to compare it is the 
head of the stag headed beetle. Horns 
are thrown out widely on either flank , 
while the main body forms the head 
itself. From the main body a small 
force is detached to engage the enemy 
while the horns creep around the 
flank s. 
This force in the days of Tyak a was 
frequently dispatched with the com­ 
mand, “Go. sons of Zulu, go and re­ 
turn no more,*’ and death at the hands 
of their fellows was the fate of those 
who returned. While this force was 
holding the enemy the horns carried 
out their task if possible, and as soon 
as the two horns had met in the rear 
of the enemy the head or chest was 
launched upon the position, and the 
upshot was that the whole force of 
the foe tasted the assagai, for in war 
no quarter was given or ask ed.—South 
African Sun.
